fy  Now  that  the  dust  of  our  own  little  atomic 
bomb  has  subsided  with  the  opening  of  school, 
let  me  take  the  occasion  to  greet  the  members 
of  the  Alumni  Association  with  a  word  of  very 
sincere  appreciation  for  your  hearty  welcome 
to  the  College  and  for  your  assurance  of  con- 
tinued support  in  all  we  hope  to  do. 

I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  a 
word  of  gratitude  to  those  of  you  who  rallied 
so  gloriously  to  the  call  of  Father  Murphy  in 
the  most  trying  years  the  College  has  ever 
known.  And  the  response  you  made  then  gives 
me  courage  to  come  to  you  now  for  assistance 
in  carrying  through  to  completion  the  plans  that 
Father  Murphy  had  cherished  for  a  greater  and 
grander  Boston  College. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  see  the  numbers  of 
the  students  growing  day  by  day;  but  we  are 
still  a  long  way  from  the  Boston  College  of  pre- 
war days.  However,  if  the  indications  of  the 
present  give  us  a  true  picture  of  what  we  may 
expect,  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  we  shall 
need  more  class  room  space.  That  can  be  had 
only  through  the  erection  of  another  building. 
I  propose  therefore  to  erect  on  the  site  of  the 
Business  School,  a  building  large  enough  to 
house  the  Business  School  of  the  future  and 
with  it  the  offices  of  the  extra-curriculum  ac- 
tivities. That  will  liberate  many  of  the  rooms  of 
the  Tower  Building  for  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  allow  us  to  care  properly  for  the 
returning   Boston  College  men. 

To  finance  this  building  program,  I  am  ask- 
ing all  the  Alumni  to  continue  their  support 
of  the  College  through  the  War  Fund  channels. 
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We  shall  dedicate  the  building  to  the  memory 
of  the  Boston  College  men  who  gave  their  lives 
in  the  late  war  that  we  might  continue  our  way 
of  life  and  education.  Call  it  the  Fund,  the 
Loyalty  Fund,  a  Memorial  Fund,  or  anything 
else,  the  fact  remains  that  its  success  depends 
entirely  on  you,  the  members  of  the  Boston  Col- 
lege Alumni  Association. 

Nor  is  it  too  early  to  think  of  further  plans 
for  the  expansion  of  the  College.  A  Catholic 
College  as  large  and  as  old  as  Boston  College 
should  have  its  fitting  chapel  and  its  proper 
gymnasium.  We  cannot  think  of  all  such  build- 
ings at  once.  But  we  can  begin  now  the  plan 
that  will  assure  us  of  the  possibility  of  success. 
My  plan  would  call  for  a  yearly  contribution 
from  all  the  Alumni.  For  this  purpose  I  think 
it  best  to  create  a  new  office,  whose  function 
will  be  to  collect  the  funds  necessary.  I  do  not 
feel  that  the  Alumni  Secretary,  burdened  as  he 
is,  should  be  asked  to  carry  the  added  responsi- 
bility. But  working  with  and  through  the  Alumni 
Secretary,  our  newly  erected  office  will  be  ex- 
pected to  bear  the  major  burdens  of  gathering 
the  funds  we  shall  need.  In  the  near  future  you 
will  be  called  upon  to  help  in  this  regard.  Your 
answers  will  determine  what  the  immediate 
future  of  the  College  is  to  be.  Are  we  to  ex- 
pand, to  welcome  all  who  will  wish  to  receive 
the  education  you  enjoyed,  or  are  we  to  confine 
our  efforts  to  a  small  group?  I  hope  you  agree 
with  me  that  Boston  College  should  widen  its 
scope  of  influence.  Your  replies  must  reduce 
that  hope  to  an  assurance,  and  we  shall  go 
ahead. 
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FATHER  KELEHER  BECOMES  PRESIDENT 


In  August,  Very  Reverend  William  J.  Kele- 
her,  S.J.,  succeeded  Rev.  William  J.  Murphy, 
S.J.,  as  President  of  the  College. 

Father  Keleher  was  born  39  years  ago  in 
Woburn..  He  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  College 
High  School  and  Holy  Cross  College.  Entering 
the  Society  of  Jesus,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  in  June,  1937,  at  Weston  by  Most 
Reverend  Thomas  A.  Emmett,  S.J.  In  1939 
he  was  appointed  Assistant  Provincial  of  the 
New  England  Province.  He  held  this  position 
until  1942  when  he  became  Master  of  Novices 
at  Shadowbrook,  relinquishing  it  to  assume  his 
present  duties. 

His  father  is  the  late  Dr.  William  H.  Kele- 
her, '90.  His  brother  George  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1934. 

Since  1941  the  College  has  adapted  its  edu: 
cational  program  to  wartime  emergencies.  Now 
the  period  of  transition  to  peacetime  policies 
begins.  Accordingly,  Father  Keleher  must  re- 
organize and  increase  the  faculty,  prepare  for 
a  gradually  increasing  student  body  and  pro- 
vide for  adequate  physical  facilities,  limited 
even  before  the  war. 

The  Alumni  wish  him  well,  promising  him 
faithful  co-operation  during  his  tenure  of  office. 

Father  Murphy  was  president  during  the 
most  trying  years  of  the  College.  He  saw  the 
enrollment  drop  from  1600  to  180  (July, 
1944).  He  saw  the  faculty  reduced  to  a  min- 
imum. He  will  be  recorded  in  the  history  of 
Boston  College  as  the  president  who  directed 
the  War  Fund  which  realize  $290,000  enabling 
the  College  to  continue. 

RED  MASS 

His  Excellency,  Richard  J.  Cushing,  D.D., 
'17,  Archbishop  of  Boston,  will  be  the  cele- 
brant at  the  Solemn  Votive  Mass  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  known  as  the  Red  Mass,  Saturday,  Oct- 
ober 13,  at  10  o'clock,  at  the  Church  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception.  Rev.  Wilfred  Parsons, 
S.J.,  will  deliver  the  sermon. 

In  a  short  period  of  four  years,the  Red  Mass 
has  already  become  traditional.  Since  1941, 
when  the  Law  School  first  sponsored  the  Mass, 
it  has  been  celebrated  in  the  fall  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  judicial  year.  Mr.  William  J. 
O'Keefe,  Dean  of  the  Law  School,  has  appointed 
John  A.  Canavan,  '18,  Alumni  President,  as 
chairman  of  the  reception  committee,  and 
Charles  S.  O'Connor,  '99,  marshal  of  the  pro- 
cession.

MEMORIAL  MASS 

The  third  annual  Mass  for  Boston  College 
alumni  and  students  who  died  in  World  War  II 
will  be  celebrated  in  November.  The  definite 
date  will  be  published  later  in  the  Boston  news- 
papers. 

JAMES  LAW,  1939 

The  following  letter  was  written  by  James 
Law  who  died  last  year  as  a  result  of  a  sickness 
which  developed  while  he  was  serving  in  the 
Army  in  Hawaii: 

A  SERVICE   MAN'S   REMARKABLE   LETTER   WORTHY 
OF  PRESERVATION 

Today  I  was  present  at  the  holy  sacrifice  of  the  Mass 
celebrated  by  his  Eminence  James  J.  Sweeney,  Bishop  of 
Honolulu,  in  commemoration  of  those  who  had  giver\ 
their  lives  in  defense  of  their  fellow-men.  Assistance  at 
any  Mass  gives  me  a  feeling  of  exaltation,  but  nothing 
has  even  compared  with  the  emotions  undergone  this 
morning.  The  scene  was  the  sports  auditorium  at  Pearl 
Harbor,  where  two  years  ago  the  treacherous  act  which 
precipitated  us  into  the  war  was  done.  It  was  a  perfect 
setting  for  condemnation  of  our  enemies  and  the  infamy 
displayed  by  them  which  history  shall   record. 

However,  such  did  not  take  place.  No  mention  was  made 
of  the  day  of  1941  when  we  were  so  rudely  awakened  to 
the  fact  that  our  country  was  at  war.  Rather,  emphasis 
was  placed  upon  the  life  and  works  of  Christ  and  the 
sacrifice  He  had  made  in  giving  His  life  for  our  salvation. 
The  comparison  was  then  made  to  the  sacrifice  of  the 
defenders  of  our  country,  who,  on  that  day  and  since, 
have  forfeited  their  lives  so  that  America  may  remain 
the   free  and   glorious  nation   it  has  been   in   the  past. 

Picture,  if  you  will,  an  arena  filled  with  service  men 
and  civilians;  islanders  and  mainlanders;  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines;  Wacs,  Waves  and  Spars,  officers  and  en- 
listed men;  black,  yellow  and  white — all  gathered  with  a 
common  purpose — to  give  honor  to  our  fighting  men. 
The  feeling  running  through  the  place  was  one  of  deep 
emotion — one  that  brought  the  fellow  on  the  right  or 
left  into  brotherhood  with  you. 

Here  there  was  no  rank — bars,  eagles,  stripes,  etc.,  dis- 
appeared; distinctions  between  branches  of  the  service 
were  no  more — anything  which  might  serve  to  set  one 
apart  from  another  was  erased  by  the  singleness  of  pur- 
pose— the  honor  of  the  still  and  dead  who,  by  the  gal- 
lantry of  their  defense  and  the  nobility  of  their  deaths, 
have  survived  mortality,  and  live  and  will  live  in  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  all   true  Americans. 

I  seldom  speak  this  way,  but  I  wanted  to  transmit  a 
share  of  the  feeling  aroused  today.  It  was  and  is  too 
wonderful  not  to  share  and  I  wished  to  have  you  partake 
of  it  with  me.  As  ever,  JIM.

STUDENT  BODY 

/S)  A  new  scholastic  year  began  this  month 
with  the  Mass  of  the  Holy  Ghost  celebrated  for 
the  students  by  Very  Rev.  William  L.  Keleher, 
S.J.,  President. 

Registration  was  the  most  encouraging  in 
years.  A  total  of  689  students  entered,  508  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  136  in  the 
Business  School  and  45  in  the  Matriculation 
course.  Among  these  are  included  190  vet- 
erans. The  Matriculation  course  is  for  veterans 
who  have  not  enough  credits  to  enter  Freshman. 
Because  of  the  war  most  of  the  students  are 
concentrated  in  the  lower  classes.

By  September,  1946,  a  pre- 
war enrollment  is  expected.

At  the  Mass  Captain  Maurice  S.  Sheehy,  ChC, 
delivered  the  sermon,  "Religion  in  the  Navy/' 

B.  C.  graduates  served  as  ushers.  Serving  on 
the  chaplains'  committee  were  Lieutenant  Com- 
manders Arthur   F.    McQuaid,   '27,   and  Justin 

C.  Durocher,   '29. 

The  citation  read  by  Bishop  Sweeney  said  in 
part: 

"His  years  as  executive  and  commanding  of- 
ficer at  naval  bases,  on  ships  and  over  squad- 
rons, his  experience  in  the  Philippines  and  as 
Naval  Attache  in  London,  Berlin,  Paris  and  The 
Hague,  his  work  as  a  member  of  the  Bureau  of 
Aeronautics  —  all  splendidly  prepared  him  for 
the  dawning  of  December  7,   1941. 

"Since  that  date  he  has  been  task  force  com- 
mander of  the  flagship  Hornet,  Chief  of  the 
Naval  Air  Training  Command,  and  is  now  chief 
and  head  of  the  Naval  air  arm   in  the  Pacific. 


He  has  borne  all  these  honoring  responsibilitr 
with  bravery,   efficiency  and   intelligence.

have  been  as  powerful   a  force  as  his  militei 
skill  and  valor."

^t-  The  third  year  of  informal  football  began 
on  September  4  with  "Moody"  Sarno  calling 
the  squad  together.  Assisting  him  are  Don 
Currivan,  '41,  and  Al  Fiorentino,  '43.  Rev.  Ed- 
ward T.  Douglas,  S.J.,  '19,  has  been  appointed 
by  Rev.  Rev.  William  L.  Keleher,  S.J.,  as  Fac- 
ulty Director  of  Athletics. 

The  difficulties  that  beset  the  club  at  this 
time  are  seemingly  as  insurmountable  as  ever 
in  the  past.  Of  the  1943  club  only  McCarthy 
and  Captain  Donelan  remained.  Of  last  year's 
regulars  only  Lawler,  Carney,  Sammartino,  Paul 
Murphy,  and  Cronin  were  on  hand,  together 
with  Tom  Eden,  Tot  Owens,  Charley  Englert, 
and  a  handful  of  others  who  had  seen  service. 
Despite  this,  the  club  will  be  definitely  the  best 
that  has  been  fielded  for  three  years,  for  service 
men  are  turning  up  at  the  Heights  laden  with 
ribbons  and  decorations,  men  who  only  weeks 
ago  were  carrying  the  ball  against  the  Germans 
and  the  Japanese.

Toomey,  understudy  to  the  great  Fred 
Naumetz,  has  gone  into  the  backfield,  for  Cap- 
tain Donelan  ranks  with  the  best  center  tradi- 
tion at  the  Heights.  Ex-service  men  include 
Bombardier  John  Graham  and  John  Queenan, 
both  Pacific  veterans;  Silvio  Conti,  SeaBee; 
Steve  Helstowski,  Guadalcanal  Marine;  John 
Muse,  Marine  flier;  Dave  Williams  from  the 
Army;  Gregory  Orsini,  huge  fullback  who 
smashed  the  line  at  Morningside  Heights  be- 
fore he  became  a  soldier.  Lehane,  Foye,  Eden, 
Drew,  and  Collins  are  but  a  few  others  of  the 
boys  who  have  come  from  the  service.  Sixty 
other  ex-service  men  are  already  on  the  campus 
but  are  not  eligible  for  football  this  year.  1946 
football  should  be  something  to  see!

NET   RESULTS

(g£  The  most  serious  and  urgent  problem  con- 
fronting our  national  government  is  the  neces- 
sity of  determining,  as  far  as  possible,  the  net 
results  of  World  War  II.  I  do  not  refer  to  the 
casualties  in  human  lives  or  physical  injuries, 
nor  to  the  profit  gained  by  spending,  loaning 
or  giving  away  some  three  hundred  billion  dol- 
lars. I  am  thinking  particularly  of  the  para- 
mount issue  of  the  whole  conflict,  namely, 
what  have  we  gained  as  a  result  of  our  victories? 

Most  Americans  will  probably  answer:  "We 
have  plowed  under  Nazism  and  Japanese  Mili- 
tarism for  at  least  twenty-five  or  fifty  years." 
That  is  on  the  credit  side.  But  it  is  only  part 
of  the  true  account  we  must  soon  render  to 
millions  of  our  soldier-heroes  and  to  many  more 
millions  of  hapless  persons  throughout  the 
world.  In  their  minds,  as  in  ours,  a  searching, 
haunting  question  arises,  namely:  "Have  we 
gained  the  principal  objectives  for  which  we 
entered  the  war;  to  preserve  the  rights  and 
freedom  of  those  nations,  great  and  small  which 
were  threatened  with  slavery  and  tyranny? 
Have  we  won  a  genuine  victory  for  the  cause 
of  true  Democracy  in  Europe,  Asia,  Great  Brit- 
ain and  even  the  United  States?" 

The  answer  to  these  two  vital  questions  de- 
mands a  rational  and  careful  survey  of  the 
present  world  scene  and  its  prospects  for  sev- 
eral years  to  come.  Most  of  the  nations  of  Eu-* 
rope  (both  great  and  small)  which  were  threat- 
ened by  Hitler,  now  find  themselves  actually 
dominated  or  at  least  menaced,  by  a  more 
skillful  and  determined  dictator,  Josepf  Stalin. 
Since  Nazism  and  Communion  are  essentially 
and  basically  alike,  (as  Stalin  has  often  pro- 
claimed) how  does  the  present  enslavement  of 
the  Baltic  countries,  of  Poland  and  most  of  the 
Balkan  regions,  and  of  Austria,  differ  from  the 
kind  of  domination  Hitler  intended  for  them? 

Reliable  news  analysts  have  reminded  us 
lately  that  Italy,  France  and  Belgium  are  faced 
with  the  dismal  prospect  of  Commun  st  Revo- 
lutions ("Civil  Wars"),  in  the  near  future.  A 
few  weeks  ago,  one  of  the  best  informed  and 
most  factual  commentators  on  domestic  and 
foreign  affairs,  stated  on  best  authority  that 
the  Holy  Father  may  soon  be  forced  to  leave 
Rome,  and  that  plans  for  such  an  emergency 
have  been  made. 

General    DeGaulle    faces    a    similar    serious 
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situation.  In  Greece  the  Red  plot  is  gaining 
new  strength.  In  Spain  and  France  thousands 
of  so-called  "Liberals",  most  of  them  political 
refugees  with  Communistic  ideas  and  direction, 
are  trying  desperately  to  Communize  Spain  in 
spite  of  their  failure  to  do  so  during  the  past  1  0 
years.  After  the  recent  British  victory  for  the 
Laborites,  Marshal  Stalin  openly  remarked,  "In 
five  years  we  shall  have  a  Soviet  of  the  United 
States."  Fantastic?  Impossible?  Perhaps,  but 
when  Hitler  boasted  of  making  such  conquests 
and  threats  as  Stalin  has  already  made  and  ef- 
fected, we  didn't  laugh  it  off  or  decide  to  for- 
get it.  We  became  alarmed,  we  fought  valiantly 
until  Hitler  and  his  dreams  went  down  and  out. 

The  moral  of  these  unpleasant  but  true  con- 
siderations is  that  so  far  the  worst  and  most  de- 
structive of  all  wars  has  been  only  partly  won. 
A  gigantic  task  must  be  finished  before  we  can 
think  sanely  or  act  reasonably  for  World  Peace. 
The  return  of  Justice  and  True  Liberty  to  the 
nations  of  Europe  and  Asia  must  be  assured  as 
far  as  lies  within  our  power.  Our  notable  vic- 
tories on  land  and  sea  must  be  followed  up  by 
sound  and  secure  diplomatic  action  on  the  for- 
eign front.  If  not,  our  enormous  losses  will  have 
been   largely  in  vain. 

To  insure  profitable  net  results  from  our 
huge  and  drastic  investment  in  World  Security, 
most,  if  not  all  of  the  following  steps  must  be 
taken:  (1)  Force  Stalin  to  relinquish  his  ill- 
gotten  gains  and  to  cease  trying  to  make  "Red 
Fascism"  the  prevailing  power  in  Europe.  (2) 
Make  good  our  solemn  pledges  to  Poland, 
Lithuania  and  a  dozen  other  countries,  that 
truly  free  elections  and  real  democracy  will  be 
granted  to  them.  (3)  Maintain  a  firm  control 
in  Germany,  Italy  and  Austria  until  freedom 
becomes  possible  for  their  people.  (4)  Help 
Spain,  and  General  Franco  to  preserve  true  De- 
mocracy in  their  key-stone  nation,  as  a  bulwark 
against  Bolshevism  there  and  in  Europe.  (5) 
Support  the  legal  government  of  Chiang  Kai- 
Shek  in  China.  (6)  Stop  giving  Stalin  weapons, 
wealth  and  gratuities  which  he  will  surely  use 
against  us  when  and  if  the  need  or  opportunity 
should  arise.  (The  strategic  Kurile  Islands  are 
our  latest  concession  to  Russia) .  (7)  Treat  the 
Communists  of  America  as  we  did  the  Nazis 
and  Fascists,  i.e.  as  serious  threats  to  our  peace 
and   freedom.

Joseph  J.  Crowley,  1945,  Milton,  Lieutenant, 
USMC.  Killed  in  action  while  on  a  bombing 
mission  over  the  Carolina  Islands  in  the  Pacific 
on  March  16.  Lieutenant  Crowley  was  a  pilot  of 
a  torpedo  bomber. 

William  A.  Roddy,  Business  1945  II,  Rox- 
bury,  Quartermaster,  USNR.  Reported  missing 
in  action  May  29,  1944,  he  has  officially  been 
declared  dead.  His  brothers  are:  Lieutenant 
Thomas  M.,  USNR,  '39,  killed  on  the  USS 
Juneau  in  1942,  and  Lieutenant  Luke  J.,  Jr., 
USN,  '33,  Law  '36. 

Walter  G.  O'Brien,  1938,  Milton,  Lieutenant, 
USMC.  Died  on  June  21  of  wounds  received  on 
Okinawa.  Lieutenant  O'Brien  had  previously 
been  wounded  at  Bougainville,  and  saw  action 
at  Guam  and  Saipan  with  the  Marine   Raiders. 

Edwin  R.  Birtwell,  1941,  Newton  Highlands, 
Sergeant,  AAF.  Killed  in  an  airplane  crash  over 
Wales  on  June  8.  Sergeant  Birtwell  was  on  his 
way  home  when  the  accident  occurred.  His 
brothers  are:  John  P.,  ARM3/c,  USNR,  '45,  and 
Captain  David  P.,  USMC,  '42. 

Joseph  F.  Arone,  1943,  Watertown,  Lieuten- 
ant, AAF.  Killed  in  a  plane  crash  over  Mayfield, 
•Ky.,  when  his  plane  was  struck  by  a  bolt  of 
lightning.  His  brother  is  Louis  F.,  '45. 

Milton  C.  Kornetz,  1938,  Roxbury,  Private, 
USA.  Died  in  a  German  prison  camp  on  April  1  5. 
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Herbert  Ellis,  Jr.,  1945,  Brookline,  Sergeant, 
AAF.  Previously  reported  missing  in  action  July 
24,  1944,  he  has  now  been  declared  dead.  Ser- 
geant Ellis  was  shot  down  over  Linz,  Austria. 

Joseph  J.  Carty,  1945  II,  Hyde  Park,  Private, 
USA.  Killed  in  Germany  on  November  29,  1944. 
He  is  buried  in  Holland. 

Paul  V.  Connors,  1943,  Chelsea,  Sergeant, 
USA.  Previously  reported  missing  in  action,  he 
has  now  officially  been  reported  dead.  He  was 
combat  correspondent  for  the  "Stars  and 
Stripes"  and  was  killed  on  January  28  while  on 
a  mission  over  Dartmund,  Germany. 

John  L.  Sullivan,  1945,  Wellesley  Hills,  Lieu- 
tenant, USMC.  Lieutenant  Sullivan  was  killed 
on  Guam  in  an  accident  on  August  1  1 .  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Third  Marine  Division  and 
had  been  overseas  since  April. 

James  P.  Carroll,  1940,  Maiden,  Lieutenant, 
AAF.  Previously  reported  as  missing  in  action, 
Lieutenant  Carroll  is  now  officially  listed  as 
dead.
